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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on May 10, 2002, the examiner has 
carefully considered the amendments. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under 
this subsection of a national application published under section 
122(b) only if the international application designating the United 
States was published under Article 21(2) (a) of such treaty in the 
English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for 
the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Endo et al (6,165,386) . 
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Endo et al teaches electrically conductive paste. Said paste comprises 
a conductive powder (Al) and a photosensitive resin composition (Bl) . Said 
conductive powers have mean particle sizes from 1.0 to 10.0 urn. Said 
photosensitive resin composition comprises a photosensitive resin (Bl-2) and 
at least one compound selected from a photosetting initiator (Bl-1), and a 
photosensitizing agent. Said photosensitive resin can be selected from epoxy 
compounds, oxetane compounds, alkene compounds, glycidyl ether compounds, and 
vinyl ether compounds, wherein any of the proceeding can be combined. In 
addition, the composition can comprise processabi li ty improvers and adhesive 
resins. Per examples 18 and 62-63, Endo et al teaches a conductive paste 
that comprises a mixture of epoxy resin and aromatic sulfonium salt compound, 
a dioxetane compound (1,4-bis [3-ethyle-3-oxetanylmethoxy ) methyl] benzene), 
and a combination of aromatic onium salts photoi ni ti ators . Said paste is 
deemed to anticipate the adhesive composition of claims 1-3 and 5 in the 
instant application. 

Endo et al teaches an IC chip mounting method. Said method comprises 
forming adhesive joints onto an antenna-provided substrate to connect an IC 
chip to a substrate by a printing method using a conductive adhesive 
substance (K) at the terminal sections corresponding to the terminals of the 
IC chip and curing with either heat, electromagnetic radiation or electron 
beam irradiation. Said adhesive substance (K) comprises conductive particles 
and a binder resin, wherein the substance (K) is preferably a conductive 
adhesive paste. This chip mounting method anticipates applicant's 

inventions of claims 4 and 6-7. 

The invention of claims 1-7 is anticipated by the reference.
